FIGURES SHOW INCREASE IN 
BUILDING DURING SEPTEMBER 


OVER AUGUST OF 6.5 PERCENT 


WASHINGTON, 
Oct. 
16.—(/P)— 


Government financial leaders re- 
gard with interest recently com- 
piled figures showing an increase 
in building permits for the Unted 
States as a whole of 6.5 per cent 
in September over August, the 
first Increase In September com- 
pared with August since 1917. 
Building permits are looked up- 
on, by some fiscal experts as among 
the reliable indices of business con- 
ditions. 
However, the encourage- 


ment over the September increase 
is offset partly by the fact that 
building permits for this Septem- 
ber amounted to only $135,437,089 
compared with 
$173,308,852 last 
September. 


While government officers point 


hopefully to the building permits 
figures they are still saying noth- 
ing about general business condi- 
tions. 


A non-governmental 
prediction 
that the present slump will con- 
tinue for the rest of the year and 
that industrial production will not 
reach normal before 
April 
was 
made here last night, however. It 
came 
from Daurence H. 
Sloan, 


vice-president of the Standard Sta- 
tistics company of New York, in 
an address before the Society of 
Industrial Engineers. He held that 
on a seasonal basis alone the signs 
were distinctly against sustained 
improvement.

his cell row had quieted todav, 
now that death was almost upon 
him. 


Joyce Shepard, to be electrocut- 


ed early tomorrow with Monty 
Jackson, was acting and talking 
normally, the warden's 
office re- 


ported, and had done with the 
spectacular antics by which he 
supposedly had feigned insanity. 


"He has quit his hollering," the 


office said, "and 
now when we 


speak 
to him he replies intelli- 


gently. He used to refuse to say 
a word." A few interested persons, 
were dropping in now and then 
to see him. 


Shepard exhausted the law's ev- 
ery recourse in attempting to de- 
feat the jury's verdict. Convicted 
of the murder .of Deputy Sheriff 
Jake Ownes of Fisher county and 
accused as well with the slaying 
of Sheriff Bob Smith, he set out 
on a course 
of 
self-starvation 


when lodged ln the death cell. 
He declined to wear clothing and 
lay on the cold floor screaming 
"Jones, oh Jones," until he got 
an examination from two alien- 
ists who reported him temporar- 
ily Insane. An effort was made 
u^o cure him, but his shouts went 
v/^inally, a sanity, hearing result- 


ed in a verdict of insanity. Once 
in the Rusk state hospital, Shep- 
ard recovered, or so the superin- 
tendent 
reported, and a second 
hearing, at Anson, found him sane 
and sBttled the issue forever. Sev- 
eral 
reprieves, 
meanwhile, 
had 


been issued by Gov. Moody. 
Barring

unforeseen. 


Shepard 
will be executed 
first, 


shortly after midnight, and Jack-

FOUND ELECTRIC CABLES 
CAUSING SHORT AND FIRE 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
16.—(fP)— 
The Evening Star said today that 
the navy department believes the 
fire which has disabled the bat- 
tleship Colorado since June may 
have been deliberate and investi- 
gators in the giuse of 
seamen 
have ben aboard her in an ef- 
fort to find the guilty parties. 


The paper said Secretary Adams 
had 
disclosed 
the 
investigation 
was under way. 


Naval intelligence investigators, 


its account said, had found the 
fire resulted from a short circuit 
of electric cables "into which ordi- 
nary phonograph needles had been 
thrust." 


The 
fire 
occurred 
while 
the 
battleshifi was awaiting passage 
through 
the Panama Canal 
at 


Colon, necessitating expensive re- 
pairs. 


,The Star's /account said while 
Secretary 
Adams . conceded the 


damage was great he was inclin- 
ed to minimize the importance of 
the investigation phases. 


"It is just probable," he was 


quoted as saying, "the investiga- 
tion may disclose the needles got 
into the cables in' some natural 
way." 


Suspicions Aroused 


"At the outset," he added, "our 


suspicions naturally were aroused 
and the naval intelligence office 
was directed to make a thorough 
investigation. I have not received 
a formal report on the outcome of 
the inquiry, but so far nothing 
has been -jund to show how the 
needles got there." 


The 
phonograph 
needles, 
of 


which there is a plentiful supply 
aboard all big naval vessels, were 
said to have been inserted in sev- 
eral places in the main cable of 
the plotting room, hidden beneath 
wrapping of tape. 
It was this 


finding, thf Star's account 
said, 
that gave rise to' the theory the 
short circuiting was deliberately 
executed. 


Secretary Adams denied knowl- 
edge of a report that the Colo- 
rado, while undergoing repairs re- 
cently at the Brooklyn navy yard, 
narrowly escaped being blown up 
as a result of a second fire in or 
near her magazines. 


This fire, it was said, was in 
no way related to the other, and 
was believed due to carelessness 
in testing bulkhead compartments.

Bruening today laid down 
his

policies before the newly elected 
reichstag, and asserted that the 
dictatorial financial decrees of last 
July must not be abrogated. 


There has been fears that the 


fascist and communists might pre- 
vent the chancellor from deliver- 
ing his speech. 
Within five min- 
utes of the beginning of today's 
session 
and 
as 
the 
chancellor 
rose to speak, disorders 
began 
and there were communist cries 
of "down with the hunger dic- 
tator." 


However, the chancellor plung- 


ed quickly into his address and 
was able to continue with the ex- 
posion of the plans wnich he and 
his cabinet had made to pull the 
German republic through the po- 
litical crisis now ' facing it. 


Although disturbed by a grave 
strike among the metal workers 
affecting 326,000 workers In Ber- 
lin and with the communists and 
fascists in an 
intensely hostile 


mood, the Chancellor boldly de- 
clared the government will fight 
with all parliamentary means for 
its financial plans. 
Decrees Must Kcmatn 


Declaring that world wide eco- 


nomic depression had struck Ger- 
many especially hard, he said,, the 
government 
would 
submit 
its 
plans in the form of a bill. He 
also added 
that the 
emergency 


decrees of last July under the dic- 
tatorial provisions 
of article 48 


must not be repealed. 
It was under article 48 of the 


constitution that . the Bruening 
government last July issued a se- 
ries 
of 
financial 
decrees 
after 


parliament 
had 
been 
adjourned 


in the midst of an uproar over the 
economic program. There decrees, 
while dictatorial in naturo must 
receive the approval of the suc- 
ceeding 
parliament 
and 
today's 


pronouncement of the chancellor 
put the issue squarely before the 
Reichstag. 


Despite the greatest economy, 


the chancellor said there will be 
a deficit this year from 450,000,000 
marks to 600,000,000 marks (be- 
tween $112,500,000 and $150,000,000). 
Consequently a loan will be necer- 
sary which can be obtained under 
satisfactory 
conditions. 
Departure of Capital 


Turning 
to 
the 
departure of 
capital from Germany, the chan- 
cellor exclaimed: 


"The money market which up to 


the elections h,ad been unusually 
liquid has since changed complete- 
ly. 
Foreign 
credits 
have 
been 


withdrawn. 
Numerous 
Germans 


are lacking in patriotic spirit or 
have delusions." 
He emphasized that the foreign 


loan is dependent absolutely on 
the passage of laws safeguarding 
its repayments. 
All section of the 


people must make sacrifices and 
he appealed to government em- 
ployees especially to do their part. 
Discussing the Young plan the 


chancellor said 
economic condi- 


tions in Germany and the world 
had 
become 
worse 
month by 


month. He continued: 


"The authors of the Young plan 


clearly realize Germany's 
ability 
to pay reparations depends on ex- 
tension of world trade and 
sta- 


bility of international finance. 
Would Solve Problems 


"The bank for international set- 


tlements is charged with the open- 
Ing up of new fields for exports, 
thereby contributing to the solu- 
tion of Germany's special prob- 
lems. 
Unfortunately these ideas 
have found no echo in previous 
developments. 


"Upon the setting of our own 


house in order depends, whether, 
as a result of the crisis, we can 
invoke those measures which, ac- 
cording to treaty, Germany has at 
her disposal for warding off dan- 
ger to our national economy and 
exchange."

She is an expectant mother- 
For a time late yesterday, mem- 
bers of a sheriff's posse believed 
they had the abductor surrounded 
in a dense woods near Stockton. 
After sending for additional help,s 
they searched in vain for the man, 
who told Mrs. McKinley he was a 
former convict and would rather 
hang than return to prison. 


Because of last night's clown- 
pour, investigators 
said 
today 


bloodhounds would be of no fur- 
ther aid to them. 


Although Mrs. McKinley, in her 


high school days at Greenfield rat- 
ed as the greatest woman basket- 
ball player in the world, talked 
freely of her experiences, she re- 
fused to confirm a report she had 
agreed to pay the kidnapers $10,- 
000 after her release. 


The abductor treated her with 


"utmost respect," she related, "and 
before he finally let me go we be- 
came downright confidential." 


Although the kidnaper, who in- 


vaded the Wilson home Monday 
day night armed with a sawed-off 
shotgun and forced Mrs. McKin- 
ley to drive away in her own mo- 
tor car, repeatedly told her about 
"the gang" 
investigators 
today 


were inclined to believe he work- 
ed alone. 
He appeared familiar 


with the Wilson family, even men- 
tioning the exact amount Involved 
in a law suit involving Benton 
Wilson's Mrs. McKinley's father, 
several years ago.

and strife. She can lead the 
world into a more abundant 
life.

'glimpse, at least, of salva- 
tion from schism and sel- 
fishness in its own life. Of 
'course, the actual 
Church 


.has never been ideal, and 
its sins and failures have 
been many and tragic. But 
-when all is admitted that 
needs to be admitted, the 
fact remains that during the 
.past nineteen centuries, the 
Church has done more than 
'any other agency to spiritu- 
alize human life, to lift men 
out of sensualism, and keep 
before them a noble ideal 
of personal character and 
public ministry.

LJWSSAYS Win 


PROPOSED 
AMENDMENTS 


TO CONSTITUTION GIVEN 


ENDORSEMENT 


WACO. Oct. 14.—(SpU— All 
of 
the proposed amendments to the 
state constitution were explained 
and endorsed in a speech by Sena- 
tor Edgar Witt, iieu ten ant-govern- 
or-elect, in an address to the Waco 
Rotary club Monday. 


Senator. Witt said that the au- 
reme court amendment deserved 


_ assage because it provided for a 
Continuous session of the court, 
and would thus prevent 
delays 


now possible in the consideration 
of urgent matters. 
The amend- 
ment allowing taxation of Univer- 
sity land by the county in which 
they are situated also received his 
approval. The measure enlarging 
the field of investment for the Un- 
iversity funds would enable the 
University to secure a higher rate 
'of interest than is now possible. 
This amendment alone, he said, 
means thousands of dollars a year 
more to the University. 
The amendment dealing with the 
legislature are of primary import- 
ance, Witt states. 
The present 
system is cumbrous, 
ineffective 


and expensive. The new proced- 
ure will make for efficiency, and 
will actually reduce the legislative 
expenditures. 
The address, 
in 


part, follows: 
Five 
Five amendments to the consti- 


tution are being submitted tq the 
voters* at the November 4 election. 
•. One provides that the supreme 
court shall be in session through- 
out the year; under the present 
constitution 
the 
supreme 
court 


must be in session 
only 
nine 


months. The amendment will not 
prevent the judges, one at 
the 


time, to have a vacation period, 
but will require that the court be 
open for business at all times. 
There should be no objection to 
.this amendment/on the part of 


anybody. 
It will add to the use- 


fulness of the court—will prevent 
.delays that are now possible in the 
consideration of urgent matters. 


Another amendment provides for 


the taxation for county purposes 
of lands belonging to the Univer- 
sity of Texas. These lands are lo- 
cated in some 17 West Texas coun- 
ties; in some of the counties they 
.form a large portion of the coun- 
ty values. 
The .development of a 


county, the building of Its roads 
and public buildings, etc., contrib- 
ute to the enhanced value of all 
the lands in the county and 
it 


seems reasonable to require that 
the university lands should 
pay 


its portion of these taxes as they 
are enhanced in value by the ex- 
penditures. 
The state now pays 


county taxes on prison farms to 
the counties where located and 
. .Ihere seems no just reason 
why 


/ the state should not 
do this 
to 


the counties where university lands 


- are located and keep these lands 


from being a burden to the coun- 
ties where located. 


University Funds. 


Another amendment enlarges the 


.. field for the' investment of 
the 


permanent university funds. 
Un- 


der the existing law these funds 
can only be invested in state or 
Rational bonds. 
There are 
no 


"state bonds on the' market 
and 


.therefore 
practically 
the 
entire 


endowment fund of the university 
today is invested in bonds of the 
United States upon which is being 
realized about three and .three and 
one-fourth per cent interest. More 
than 12 million dollars of -this fund 
is invested in bonds callable in 
1933. In view of the fact that the 
federal government can now sell 
bonds bearing a less rate of inter- 
est than 3 per cent, it -will cer- 
tainly call these bonds and the 
university fund will then have to 
be invested in bonds with a still 
lower rate of interest than those 
in which now invested. 
Unless 


this fund is permitted to be in- 
vested in other securities, 
great 


loss 
of interest will result. 
The 


amendment as stated enlarges the 
securities and makes possible in- 
vestment in county, municipal and 
other safe securities which 
will 


bear a greater rate of 
interest 


than United States bonds. There 
should be no opposition to 
this 


amendment, 
Legislative Session. 


The 
remaining • two 
amend- 


ments, the ones which I shall dis- 
cuss more at length, are those 
dealing with the length of the reg- 
ular sessions of the legislature and 
with the compensation of Us mem- 
bers. 
One of these amendments 


increases the length of the present 
60 days regular session of the leg- 
islature to 120 days and provides 
that the first 30 days of this ses- 
sion shall be given over to 
the 


introduction of bills, the second 30 
days to the consideration of these 
bills by committees and the 
re- 


mainder of the session to the con- 
sideration by the legislature in op- 
en session. 
It is provided, how- 


ever, that this order of procedure 
can be changed as desired by 
a 


four-fifths vote of the members. 
Having served 12 years 
in the 


state senate of Texas, I have had 
opportunity to appreciate the dif- 
ficulties and handicaps under the 
present system, which requires not 
only the regular session of sixty 
days, but usually from two to five 
special sessions during each 
two 


years to attend to the state's legis- 
lative business. 
An examination 


over the years shows that the leg- 
islature has been in session an av- 
erage of 137 days during each two 
year period. To have a continu- 
ous session of 120 days will pro- 
vide for the legislature many more 
actual working days and at 
less 


cost than will the present system 
of breaking up that period of time 
or a longer period 
into 
several 


sessions. One Organization, 


This* will come about because 


with one continuous, period only 
,one organization period Is required, 
;while under th«* present 
system 


with several sessions, from five to 
ten days are required at the be- 
ginning of each session for the 
organization of committees, intro- 
duction of bills, the referring of 
same to committees and the print- 
ing of same and the other prelim- 
inaries Incident to "beginning" of 
each session. 
Under our nresent 


constitution there can not be 
a 


picking up of the work where it 
*vaa left off at a previous session, 
but everything must be

The history of the past sttowing 
that this much time is spent in 
legislative activity—with a grow- 
ing state there can be no hope 
that the future will require less 
time, but if broken up into sepa- 
rate sessions and as much lost 
motion had as these require, our 
hope for the future would.be that 
more time would be required than 
in the past by reason of the ''en- 
larged business of the state 
as 


time goes oh.. Therefore, for 
the 
sake of time to be spent and the 
expense of this time by legislators, 
a great saving of time and money 
will be had by a lengthening of 
.the regular session and the avoid- 
ing of special sessions.- 


An>re Lost Time. 


There is additional lost time at 


the close of each session—the last 
two or three days always 
being 


given over to closing matters up 
and not given to the consideration 
of legislation or Us merits or for 
the purpose of passage. With one 
continuous session there 
would 


only be one period of lost motion 
of closing up instead of the three 
or more of several days each un- 
der the present system. 


By having a longer regular ses- 


sion and having: the same broken 
into a period for the introduction 
of bills, then one for the consider- 
ation by committees, 
legislation 


will be much better considered by 
the authors of same and by 
the 


committees passing on same be- 
fore reaching the floor of the legis- 
lative bodies for -discussion. 
It 


will not be necessary for two or 
three committees to be meeting at 
the same time and frequently dur- 
ing night hours—as 
under 
the 


present system. It now frequently 
happens that large bodies of citi- 
zens com'e from all parts of Texas 
to present their views with 'refer- 
ence to proposed legislation to a 
Committee, only to find that the 
committee members by reason of 
other committee meetings are so 
scattered that these citizens will 
get to present their views to only 
two or three legislators. 
Under 


the proposed plan, the citizenship 
of Texas will ^tit to present their 
views to full committees and this 
will result just as frequently in the 
defeat of legislation as it will in 
the passage of s*me, if not 
more 


often—and in any event it will re- 
sult in legislation being 
much 


more carefully considered 
and 


gotten into more satisfactory form 
before leaving the committees, 
Errors in Bills, 


I have frequently said that with 


the rush now always necessar yin 
the introduction, and the. consid- 
eration by committees and the ac- 
tion by the membership, it is re- 
markable that we get as good leg- 
islation as we do and that no more 
vicious bills are passed than 
are 


passed. Hardly a session of the 
legislature has been had in years 
that following same all sorts of 
errors have not been discovered 
in the bills 
passed—even 
some 


special sessions have had 
to be 


called later to correct mistakes. 
All this is due to the rush and 
confusion that all who have had 
dealings with the legislature now 
realize to be the inevitable neces- 
sity working under the present 
system. 
, The procedure provided by the 
amendment of the introduction of 
bills during the first 30 days, the 
consideration by committees dur- 
ing the next 30 days, as stated, can 
be varied by a four-fifths 
vote; 


this will make possible the Imme- 
diate passage, even during 
the 


first 30 days, of all local bills and 
emergency legislation and all leg- 
islation as to which there is little 
difference of opinion and practi- 
cally no controversy, and will pass 
over for the regular procedure the 
legislation as to which there are' 
varying viewpoints and differences 
of opinion and win give to 
this 


character of legislation the more 
matured and seasoned 
considera- 


tion which it deserves 
and has 


never been able to receive. 
There 


should be no opposition to this 
amendment and I am sure will be 
none by those who take the trou- 
ble to acquaint themselves with 
the present situation and the great 
benefits to be derived under 
the 


proposed change. 
Pay Increase. 


The other legislative amendment 


increases the compensation of leg- 
islators from $5 a day to the mag- 
nificent sum - of $10 per day 
and 


decreases the mileage now allow- 
ed members of 20 cents per mile 
in going and returning from 
the 


seat of government to 10 cents per 
mile. This amendment has 
been 


represented as ''doubling" the pay 
of legislators. It will havCa very 
far different effect fty reason of 
the "halving" of the tnileage al- 
lowance and by reason of paying 
this mileage only once for a 120 
day session, while under the pres- 
ent systems 120 days would involve 
three sessions* and there would be 
paid mileage on each session at 
the rate of 20 cents a mile or 
a 


total of 60 cents per mile going 
and r.omln? of each member from 
his homo to the capitol, while un- 
der the amendment he would get 
this mileage for. once and that 
would be. ten cents. 
In 
other 


words, under the amendment 
a 


member for a session of 120 days 
would get a mileage allowance of 
just one-sixth the, amount that he 
would get under the present con- 
stitution. When you realize that 
Texas is geopraphically an empire 
and that most of the members of 
the legislature* live hundreds 
of 


miles from the capitol, you will 
realize what an enormous amount 
this mileage/allowance tinder the 
and that when for 
120 days of 


legislative activity under the new 
amendment, the state of Texas 
wpuld be out just one-sixth of tho 
arrount that H is out today, you

over to organization purposes at a 
total cost of $36,000. 
Under the 


amendment these ten days of lost 
motion organization periods would 
be eliminated and these days given 
to real legislative activity. 


Another great waving of expense 


would be in the matter of the 
printing of bills. As stated prev- 
iously, at every session now every- 
thing muts be begun over again. 
That means that all 
legislation 


that anybody has had In mind that 
did not get passed at a previous 
session 
is always 
re-introduced, 


re-referred to committees, and re- 
printed. This means thousands of 
dollars for re-prlntlng bills which 
under tho new system would 
be 


printed only the one time 
and 


these thousands of dollars would 
be saved. 
AH in all, while 
the 


members will get ten dollars a day 
whereas they now only get five 
dollars, the savings I have detailed 
will more than off-set the extra 
cost in my judgment 
and

treasury of the state will be^out in 
the aggregate for 120 days of leg- 
islative activity, not

money than It is now and prob- 
ably considerably less; and in ad- 
dition the public will get 
very 


much better service in a legislative

hunted leader of the bandit 
gang which killed four per- 
sons in the holdup and rob- 
bery of the First National 
Bank of Lamar, Colo., was 
shot and wounded possibly 
fatally here today by one of sev- 
eral officers. 


Fleagle was struck by one shot 


as he started to enter a chair car 
on a Missouri pacific train in 


the summer, according to a

conscious. He regained conscious- 
ness later and admitted his iden- 
tity. He also said he had partici- 
pated with several others in the 
robbery of a bank at Lamed, 
Kans., two years ago. 


His identity was confirmed by 
fingerprints. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct. 15.— 


(IP)—Jake Fleagle, notorious bank 
robber and murderer, shot yes- 
terday at Branson, Mo., when cap- 
tured by a posse of officers, died 
in a hospital here today at 9:55
